SIX HUNDRED DROWNED. 


A BRITISH WAR VESSEL SINKS AN ITALIAN 
IMMIGRANT SHIP, 


Gibraltar, March 18.—The Anchor 
line steamer Utopia, with Italian immi- 
grants on board, was run into in the bay 
by the British warship Rodney during a 
storm yesterday. The ram of the Rod- 
ney transfixed the immigrant ship. The 
latter sank in five minutes. in seven 
fathoms of water. Five hundred and 
seventy passengers are said to have _per- 
ished. The Rodney lost several of her 
crew in trying to rescue the unfertunate 
immigrants. The scene during the sink- 
ing of the ill-fated vessel is described as 
awful inthe extreme. The poor immt- 
grants were mostly all made up of fam- 
ilies, and the little children were clinging 
about the necks of their helpless parents 
and crying piteously as the waves en- 
guifed them. Some tried to keep afloat 
on spars and ftoating articles but the 
struggling, drowning people dragged 
those who might have saved themselves 
in the manner described, to death.

and the States, and I find itoba can 
down any country I have tried. I find 
the winters here are just what fowls re- 


quire—clear and dry. With a house just | 


warm enough to keep out the frost and 
plenty of water and wheat, a load of 
gravel thrown in for winter use. With 
these the farmer can make poultry pay 
fully bejter than I can, as I have to buy 
all my feed at market prices. The first 
thing to do i: to get a good breed to start 
with. Kither Dorkins or Langshans are 
a good general purpose fowl, but for eggs 
I find the Minorcas and Leghorns 
beat the world and stand this climate

splendidly. Mine have laid all winter | 


except those I keep for breeding purpos- 
es, and it takes me all my time to keep 
them from ‘aying. I never breed from a 
hen that has laid in winter, as the chicks 
would be small and puny.

USE FOR MOSQUITOES. 


Two Cuban physicians, Drs. Finlay and 
D-luard», of Havana, have fonnd a use 
for mosquitoes. They have discovered 
that the mosynite bite under certain con 


ditions, is an almost certain preventative 


.f yellow fever. Their methodsconsists in 
inoculating a person subject to yellow 
fever with a virus obtained by a mosquito 
bitefrom a person having the disease, 
A mosquito is allowed to sting a sick per- 
son and is then transferred to the person 
to be treated. In stinging the 
of the virus is introduced into the cireu 


lation, but in a modiiied form. The 


' principle invelved is about the same as in | 


tneculation for sraall pox, Dis. Finlay 
and Delgardo have been experimenting 
with this novel treatment for the last ten 
vears, and have followed up fifty two 
cases of their own, besides observing 
cases treated by other physicians. — Of 
the fifty-two persens subjected by them 
to mesquite inoculation twelve ex- 
perienced a mild attack of yellow fever 
between the fourth and twenty-sixth 
days; twenty-four others had the fever in 
a mild form before the end of three years; 
three others contracted well-marked yel- 
low fever within three years, and one per- 
son who had been invculated had a fatal 
attack at a later time. The remaining 
twelve neither had the fever nor expert- 
enced any effects from inoculation, — Of 
Sixty tis e monks who arrived at Havana, 
thirty-three were inoculated; only two 
contracted the fever, #nd neither of them 
died. Of the thirty t ve were not 
inoculated eleven had severe attacks of
